United Church 
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Nuclear hypocrisy 


The only country to use nuclear weapons 
is still lecturing everyone else 


TOP OFFICIALS IN WASHINGTON ARE 
Now promoting jitters about Iran's 
nuclear activities, while media out- 
lets amplify the message. A con- 
frontation with Tehran is on the sec- 
ond-term Bush-agenda. So, we're 
encouraged to obliquely think about 
the unthinkable 

But no one can get very far trying 
to comprehend the enormity of 
nuclear weapons. They’ ve shad- 
owed human consciousness for six 
decades. From the outset, deception 
has been key. 

Lies from the White House have 
been part of the nuclear rationalizing 
process ever since August 1945. 
President Harry Truman spoke to 
the American public three days after 
the atomic bombing of Hiroshima. 
Calling the civilian-filled Japanese 
city a “military base,” Truman said: 
“The world will note that the first 
atomic bomb was dropped on 
Hiroshima, a military base. That was 
because we wished in this first attack 
to avoid, insofar as possible, the 
killing of civilians.” 

Actually, US planners had sought 
a large urban area for the nuclear 
cross hairs because—as Manhattan 
Project director Gen. Leslie Groves 
later acknowledged—it was “desir- 
abie that the first be of such 
size that the damage would be con- 


fined within it, so that we could 


more definitely determine the power 
of the bomb.” Thirty-five years later, 


when | looked at the US Energy 
Department's official roster of 
“Announced United States Nuclear 
Tests,” the atomic bombings of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki were on 
the list. 

We're now six decades into the 
Nuclear Age. And we're farther 
than ever, it seems, froma 
momentously difficult truth that 
Albert Einstein uttered during its 
first years, when the US govern- 
ment still held a monopoly on the 
split atom. “This basic power of 
the universe cannot be fitted 
into the outmoded concept 
of narrow nationalisms,” 
he wrote. “For there is no 
secret and there is no 
defense; there is no pos- 
sibility of control 
except through the 
aroused understand- 
ing and insistence of 
the peoples of the 
world.” 

Today, no phrase 
could better describe 
US. foreign policies— 
or American media 
coverage—than “nar- 
row nationalisms.” The

So, any whiff of sanity is conspic- 
uous. Just before Thanksgiving, 
when the House and Senate 
voted to cut funding of research 
for a new line of tactical nuclear 
weapons including “bunker 
buster” warheads, the decision was 
reported as the most significant vic- 
tory for arms-control advocates 
since the early 1990s. That's 
because the nuclear- 
weapons industry has been 
running amok for so long. 
While Uncle Sam contin- 
ues to maintain a nuclear 
arsenal capable of 
destroying life on Earth, 
the American finger- 
wagging at [ran is some- 
thing righteous to 
behold.

because Saddam Hussein had 
weapons of mass destruction. As 
we now know, he didn’t. But that 
hasn’t stopped the Bush team from 
launching the same kind of media 
campaign against Iran—based on 
unverified claims by Iranian exiles 
with a track record of inaccuracy 
and a clear motive to pull 
Washington into military action 
Sound familiar? 

We ought to be able to recognize 
what's wrong with US officials who 
lecture Iran about the evils of 
nuclear arms proliferation while 
winking at Israel's arsenal, estimat- 
ed to include 200 nuclear weapons. 

When Einstein called for “the 
aroused understanding and insis- 
tence of the peoples of the world,” 
he was describing a need that news 
media ought to help fill. But 
instead, mostly we get the official 
stories: dumbed-down, simplistic, 
and—yes—narrowly nationalistic. 
The themes are those of 
Washington's powerful: our nukes 
good, our allies’ nukes pretty good, 
unauthorized nukes very bad. 

That sort of propaganda drum- 
beat won't be convincing to people 
who doubt that a Christian Bomb is 
good and a Jewish Bomb is good 
but an Islamic Bomb is bad. You 
don’t have to be an Einstein to 
understand that people are rarely 
persuaded by hypocritical messages 
along the lines of “Do as we say, not 
as we do.”

in ten years,” shrugged 
the wizened woman (AKA my Older 
Sister) upon seeing the still-tender, 
freshly inked tattoo. 

And, ten years later, it turns out she 
was right, although not for the rea- 
sons she implied—sentiments that 
Hal Niedzviecki might share today. 
(As for my shame, let's just say that if 
you're going to mark yourself for life, 
it’s be best not to pinch pennies and 
go to the cheapest parlour in town— 
you too may find yourself with a 
poorly rendered scrawl on your arm.) 

But, hold up a minute... who's Hal 
Niedzviecki and what's he got to do 
with your crappy tat, you ask? He's a 
well-regarded author who writes 
quite a bit about pop-culture analysis 
and criticism (his previous titles 
include We Want Some Too: 
Underground Desire and the Reinvention 
of Mass Culture). 

In latest book, Hello, I'm Special: 
How Individuality Became the New 
Conformity, Niedzkviecki argues that 
our near pathological desire for indi- 
vidualism has been subsumed by cor- 
porate mass culture, resulting in 
patented personalities doled out to us 
at a premium. An example of this, he 
says, are a worldwide circuit of back- 
yard wrestlers who televise their 
matches to each other via webcam. 
Although this amateur for-fun league 
seems like a pretty good example of 
the do-it-yourself 
independent/undi ethos, 
Niedzviecki contends that the 
wrestlers are, “Essentially an imitation 
ofa TV spectacle (a spectacle that is, 
itself, an imitation of a sport)... BYWF 
[Backyard Wrestling Federation] par- 
ticipants articulate the kind of special- 
ness that characterizes the new con- 
formity... a genuine desire to articulate 
genuine individuality that is never- 
theless mired in cliché and conven- 
tion.” 

And they’re not the only ones, he 
says. In fact, Niedzviecki argues that 
practically everyone is infected witha 
viral strain of pop-defined and man- 
dated identity, from the renegade 
blogger in the basement to the 
wannabe rapper across the street to 
the Elvis i 





nied by the following text: 
“Conformity: Proudly Serving 
Painfully Boring People Since Time 
Began’. The inside type read, “Happy 
Birthday to a Non-Conformist.” 

Niedzviecki likes to emphasize the 
card came courtesy of Hallmark, the 
ultimate symbol of pre-fabricated, 
mass-produced sentiments. It’s an 
interesting point, but the occasion of 
the gift is also telling: his thirtieth 
birthday. 

Perhaps the content of pop culture 
isn’t any worse now than it was in the 
past—although it’s pervasiveness 
inarguably is. Maybe— just maybe— 
Hal... and me... like my sister ten years 
ago, have simply reached that age 
threshold where our own inherent 
un-specialness has finally become 
galling apparent, making the volu- 
mous shenanigans of those around us 
all the more unbearable. (And we'd 
simply appreciate it if everyone 
would kindly turn down that GOD- 
DAMN ANNOYING RACKET). 

Read the book, go to the lecture 
and draw your own conclusions; SEE 
discussed Hello, I’m Special with 
Niedzviecki, a downright amiable fel- 
low, btw, over the phone from his 
home In Toronto. 


Exactly, you're still being defined by 
the boundaries of corporate pop-cul- 
ture. That is becoming more and more 
omnipresent, and people, such as the 
backyard wrestlers, they are, once 
again, becoming pseudo-participants 
in their own culture. That's the big 
danger of underground and indepen- 
dent culture, these words that we 
bandy around... You could say to the 
backyard wrestlers are examples of 
underground culture and indepen- 
dent culture, which is something that 
I've championed all my creative life. 
Or you could say that they are dupes 
who are almost parodies of main- 
stream culture. In their perpetuation 
of the myths of stardom and celebrity 
and of random violence [they are] just 
replicating the pop-culture system 
underground. 

So which is it? J think the answer is 
both: I think they raise themselves to 
levels of hilarity and fun and parody, 
and it makes me think this is under- 
ground culture at its best. At other 
times, it’s clear that they are complete- 
ly serious and any one of them would 
love to be a Hulk Hogan figure. It’s 
clear that they are utterly and totally 
colonized by mass media and its 
notion of celebrity and individuality.

You mentioned both Malcolm 
Mclaren and Sid Vicious—the latter 
being the ultimate example of an 
individual living as art. That led me 
to revisit Greil Marcus’ Lipstick 
Traces, which draws heavily on the 
the writing of Guy DeBord, whose 
summation of pop culture isn’t all 
that different from yours. Marcus, 
follwoing Debord’s Society of the 
Spectacle, wrote that “the spectacle 
[television, music, movies, etc] pro- 
duces not actors but spectators: mod- 
em men and women... who were 
thrilled to watch whatever it was 
they were given to watch.” 
However, he then posits that in 
spite of the spectacle or in direct 
revolt of it, the punks were the sound 


of people discovering their own 
voice. 

Aren't today’s bloggers, amateur 
rappers, and backyard wrestlers just 
an extension of that—technology 


allowing more and more people to 
be participants rather than passive

What we have is a pop-culture that 
manages to undermine any genuine, 
creative action. 


Your tone [in the book] betrays a 
certain amount of anger. Especially 
when you talk about the kitsch cul- 
ture of religion—plastic Jesus night- 
lights and “Shalom Motherfucker” 
T-shirts. It reminded me of the dis- 
gust the protagonist in [Philip 
Roth’s] Portnoy’s Complaint feels 
when he sees a trashy, pink nightie 
slung over a picture of Christ. The 
character, if I recall correctly is an 
agnostic Jew, but he is revolted by 
the cheapness with which people 
treat tradition. 

Right, even as he himself was trying 
to run away from tradition. I think, 
yeah, I could describe myself as a sort 
of post-modern Portnoy. The Portnoy 
character has a very strong sense of 
tradition that he’s trying to escape 
from, whereas most of the “Hello, I'm 
Special” generation don’t have a real 
tradition they know or understand, 
and in the process of trying to find 
something meaningful they often cre- 
ate it through pop-culture iconogra- 
phy, for instance, the “Shalom, 
Motherfucker” T-shirt. So, in effect,

Oh we're not heading for it; we're in 
it. The baby boomers are already 
deep into what I’m describing—a 
kind of fake rebellion that has now 
become a search for meaning. They 
rebelled against nothing, and now 
they’re rebelling against the nothing- 
ness of their rebellion. I think that’s a 
very good way to put it we're in this 
sort of psychiatric pandemic of anxiety 
drugs and depression drugs and 
everybody needs a therapist or a 
counselor. Obviously there's a big rea- 
son for this, and that’s because we're 
so insecure and we put so much pres- 
sure on individuality—to create it, to 
manufacture it. That, of course, is 
extremely unhealthy. It is a conse- 
quence of a society that says, “we 
must invent ourselves.” 


With the breakdown of “officially 
sanctioned” intuitions such as the 
church, aren’t we just seeing more 
examples—more choices—of places 
where people can try to fit in? 

Is it really a case of, “I’m Special” 
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oris it “I belong 

to something?” 

I think it’s both; the idea of “special- 
ism” is one way to approach this prob- 
lem—not the only way. I wouldn't 
think [that the book] is going to be the 
definitive word. There's a lot to be said 
on the subject, and I will probably be 
writing on it repeatedly. But the issue 
for me is what happens in a society 
where you don’t have any sort of 
communal traditions, and the only 
tradition is that of rampant individu- 
alism—the tradition of reinventing 
yourself to be whoever you are. It’s 
the tradition of having no tradition. 
This, to me, is where we're slowly 
approaching in our society, and it’s a 
society that has no memory, no inhi- 
bitions, but boundless ambitions. 
We're starting to see the fruits of this. 
We're talking about what perpetuates 
it, and the move from fantasy to reali- 
ty is kind of the move from fable to 
pop culture, and now we're here and

SHARON POLLOCK, THE STRIKINGLY 
unpretentious grande dame of 
Canadian playwrights, is perform- 
ing with the graduating class of the 
U of A’s drama school in her own 
play, Moving Pictures, a study of 
Canadian Nell Shipman, one of 
Hollywood's forgotten ingénues 
from its silent film era. 

Although Pollock explicitly 
denies ever having had a nationalist 
agenda, she is part of the generation 
that came of age in the 1970s that 
established “Canadian” playwright- 
ing. 

“To me, ‘Canada’ is a name 
bureaucrats use to administer this 
huge expanse of land,” she says. 

“But Canadian stories have to be 
told,” she explains. “What I was 
really trying to do is tell the stories 
that don’t get told. The stories I’ve 
chosen in the past have significance 
for us, they’re part of our political 
and national identity, our shared his- 
tory. The powers that be have told 
us false stories that give us a false 
impression of our history.” 

Canadians like to believe that our 
peaceful settlement of the west is 
among those things that differentiate 
us from our more bellicose neigh- 
bours to the south, who engaged in 
open warfare against the Indians of 
the Great Plains. One of Pollock's 


and his people orn to the USt to 


stand trial. 

Among the pressure tactics the 
Americans employed was starving 
many of the Sioux to death by pre- 
venting the last of the great buffalo 
herds from crossing the border into 
what is now southern 
Saskatchewan. Major Walsh was 

trapped between a wish to protect 
what today would be political 
refugees and an order issued in cen- 
tral Canada to do nothing. Walsh 
ultimately capitulated and delivered 
Sitting Bull into American custody. 
Sitting Bull was ignominiously mur- 
dered and his body brutalized so 
that his people could not bury their 
dead chief according to custom. 


FROM THE COUNTRY OF WOMEN 
The full story, usually redacted to 
Sitting Bull's surprising victory over 
General Custer and his eventual cap- 
ture, is one of the defining moments 
in the death of a culture. In Pollock's 
play, Walsh’s betrayal of a people 
and his own ideals destroyed him, 
reducing him to a figure adrift in the 
shifting planes of history and his 


own guilt, experienced on our behalf. 


Pollock's The Komagata Maru 
Incident examines an equally shame- 
ful episode in Canadian history. In 
1914, Canadian bureaucrats would 
not permit a ship of East Indian 
immigrants to dock in Vancouver, 
despite their right to do so as British 
citizens, and forced it to remain in 
the harbour until, its occupants 

again starving, it pulled anchor and 
cared to India. 

Many of Pollock's protagonists 
are, in her words, “removed from 
the centers of power.” 

“I share that; | come from the 


stranger is ambigatus! They sud- 
denly represent all people. Do they 
run to or run away from one anoth- 
er? In that landscape, moral choices 
become important. We're forced to 
confront who we are and what we 
do.” 

The parallels are evident in 
Moving Pictures. 

The play revolves around the 
character of Nell Shipman, an early 
star of the silent film era who, 
uncharacteristically for a woman of 
the time, chose to write, produce 
and direct, as well as act. Shipman 
was responsible for Canada’s most 
successful independent silent film, 
Back to God's Country. 

In contrast to her fragile contem- 
poraries Mary Pickford and Lillian 
Gish, Shipman consistently played 
courageous heroines who rose 
above the limitations imposed on 
their gender. Produced for $67,000, 
Back to God's Country ultimately 
grossed a million and a half dol- 
lars—but Shipman, who wrote and 
starred, was never paid, even 
though her husband's Calgary- 
based company produced the film. 


WAS IT WORTH IT? 

In this play, the moral dilemma 
faced by the protagonist has to do 
with her commitment to an artistic 
vision. Pollock has divided Shipman 
into three characters—Helen, her 
youngest self just embarking on an 
acting career; Nell, the actress at the 
height of her creative and financial 
powers; and Shipman, the now- 
obscure, former actress, near the end 
of her life—to explore a life’s devo- 
tion to art, flying in the teeth of finan-

conformity,” says Pollock. 

“It would be silly,” she admits, 
“not to admit echoes in this story, or 
the other plays I’ve written, of my 
own life. I'm interested in the difficul- 
ties of a personal, internal conflict and 
the impact of that conflict on other 
people. But that’s never something 
I’m aware of until after I’ve finished 
the first draft, when I put on my direc- 
tor’s hat and ask ‘What is the play- 
wright trying to do here?’” 

She smiles, and says, “I really do 
that, you know, talk to myself about 
myself in the third person.” 

Then she says forcefully, “You 
know, I don't like plays or books 
about the arts, about curators, writ- 
ers, filmmakers, Margaret Atwood— 
all that stuff. I think it’s great rot, 
inexcusable navel gazing, when you 
examine your own life’s purpose 





through your art. And then, here I 





am: my last two plays do just that. 
“Ohmigod, I think, T’mon that 
slippery slope, looking at all that 
rot”

“At first,” says Pollock, “I didn’t 
write women. I saw men as the dri- 
vers of action, women as acted upon. 
Women had influence but not power. 
You can’t be judgmental about your 
characters and, well, | judged women. 
The audience will judge but the actor 
and the writer shouldn't. You have to 
believe your character believes he is 
making the right choices. 


THREE UNATTRACTIVE CHOICES 

“1 could have written Hitler and 
not judged him. I knew men. I think 
women have to know men, things 
being what they are. 

“Women, it seems to me, have 
three choices, none of which are very 
attractive. They can pursue freedom 
by killing,” which is what Lizzie 
Borden does in Pollock's Blood 
Relations, “they can go crazy, 
rearrange the circumstances of life to 
become mad, or they can commit sui- 
cide,” whichis the fate of the protago- 
nist’s wife in Doc. Both plays have 
won Governor-General’s awards for 
drama. 

“So the question becomes, ‘How do 
you write women?” she asks rhetori- 
cally. “The arena is domestic, even 
when it’s another world. How do you 
make a woman a winner in that envi- 
ronment without diminishing the 
enormity of her struggle? How do 
you break that stereotype?” 

Then she sets her mouth ina grim 
line. “You won't see that stereotype 
broken on Friends. People hate me 
when I say this but, honestly, who 
would believe that in real life any of 
those people would be friends with 
that idiot, Joey? 

“TV gives a very false idea of life: 
choices have no repercussions, people 
are mean and nasty without conse- 
quence. The norm has become what 
we see on the tube. Gawd.” 

She considers what she’s just said 
against her own work. 

“Thad to revise my ideas about 
women to see more clearly, to write 
them. To me, Shipman is a winner. In 
telling stories, she gives her life mean- 
ing.

OVER THE PAST FIVE THEATRE SEA- 
sons, thousands of Edmontonians 
have incorporated an evening at the 
Citadel into their holiday traditions. 
A Christmas Carol, adapted from the 
Dickens novella by Tom Wood, is an 
exercise in theatrical sumptuousness, 
a sugarplum of a production replete 
with colour, music, adorable kids 
and the warm fuzzy feeling which 
goes hand in hand with the season of 
good will and good cheer. 

As satisfying as the production 
may be for the audience, it is, by all 
accounts, even more so for the cast— 
especially Maralyn, Kate and Bridget 
Ryan. Kate has played Alice, the wife 
of Scrooge’s nephew in every pro- 
duction since 1999; Maralyn has 
spent the last four years playing Mrs. 
Dilber, Scrooge’s much put upon 
housekeeper; and Bridget returns 
this year for her second stint playing 
Mrs Denham, a do-gooder who, 
while raising money for the poor, is 
ruthlessly spurned by Scrooge with 
the immortal line “If they would 
rather die, then let them do it and 
decrease the surplus population.” 

Bridget says the role is a departure 
from her usual as “shit disturber,” 
and she agrees with the assessment 
that these three characters represent 
the forces of good conspiring against 
the world’s most famous curmud- 
geon. “A lot of our characters sup- 
port his antics, his nature and we are 
deeply affected by him.” 

Of the three women, Maralyn 
Ryan says her Mrs Dilber has the 


toughest row to hoe—“She’s his 
housekeeper and chambermaid and 
parlour maid, she’s everything. 
There's no respect for her, or appreci- 
ation. She’s there because she’s des- 
perate and has a family to feed, and 
this is the only thing she can do to 
keep them out of the poorhouse. 
What is touching is that when 
Scrooge finally does reform there’s 
an acknowledgement of the abuse 
he’s put her through.” 

Even in rehearsal, the scenes 
between them are tough to watch, 
says the feisty Bridget. “It’s hard to 
watch your Mum get pooped on 

“Yesterday | realized that because 
this is such a short rehearsal period, 
things are performance driven, 
you're always playing at 110 per cent 
in rehearsal. It’s always full commit- 
ment from everyone in the room 
especially Tom Wood [as Scrooge] 
for the first part of the play”. 

That commitment to full-blooded 
performances is what keeps the play 
consistently new, says Kate. “I've 
done this show for five years. I'm one 
of the originals. I could take another 
five years of this show. It’s all about 
discovery; you walk into that room 
every day and you [ask] yourself, 
“What am I going to learn about this 
story, what am I going to learn about 
myself today?” I think every year 
you have a deeper understanding 
and you have a trust. The worry of 
finding yourself and fitting into the 
chemistry of the company is gone. 
Now it's all about let's do the work, 
let's dig deep down. There's still so 
much I'm learning every day and 
that says so much about the play” 
Maralyn agrees, interjecting “Tt’s a 
great work of art. It’s like a great 
friendship or any relationship—the 
more you commit to it the more you 
love it” 

Miraculously, given the broadness 
of the iconic characters, A Christmas 
Carol year after year has avoided the 





pitfall of playing the drama archly or 
knowingly. Despite the glorious 
melodrama of Scrooge’s “tight fist at 
the grindstone” opening and dis 


pensing largesse to the poor around 
him, the redemption and h ‘pPy 
ending work. Kate Ryan hands full 
credit to director Bob Baker “We are 
always coming from truth. If you 


approach it with truth and your 
reart, it’s always going to have new 
ife. That moment is always new 
Christmas is about giving and 
think that’s what we're discovering 
this year. What are we giving to the 
lay, what are we giving to Scrooge? 
And what does he give back 
big ping-pong game and very cool’ 
Bridget feels very strongly that 
this production is uncynical. “That's 
30b's objective and Tom’s objective, 
they set the bar really high. If there’s 
an ounce of dishonesty, it reeks. It 
fills up the room, and the play does 
not come from that place and he 
wor’ t allow it” 

In addition to the mess. i 
Christmas Carol, is unadulterated 
theatre magic designed to yank at 
the heartstrings. At the top of the 
second act, the cast enters the the- 
atre with lanterns singing “O Come 
All Ye Faithful” and the stage 
explodes into a wealth of light fil- 
tered through stained glass. It’s 
Christmas morning in an English 
church. “Oh my God! We rehearsed 
that on Tuesday morning”, says 
Bridget, “I couldn’t stop crying 
because of the visuals. That’s when 
I’m so proud to be there. It’s ensem- 
ble. The reason that works is 
because everyone is there. It’s just so 
overwhelming. I love ensemble 
singing.” j 

For Kate, it’s the Christmas mom- 
ing scene. When she first played 
Alice, she was pregnant with her 
daughter Emma. “Every time I 
watch that scene it is Christmas 
morning. It gives the same feeling I 
had as a kid and now with my own 
child it’s amazing. Emma’s five now 
and this is the first year she’s com- 
ing to see it. Now I watch it through 
the eyes of a five year old. I think 
children must get so much out of 
watching it” 

And there it is: the show’s really 
about family. Bridget Ryan wishes 
the cast could hold 200 members or 
more so more people can experience 
the magic. Despite the inconve- 
nience of not being able to leave the 
Christmas shopping and baking to 
the last minute, Maralyn Ryan looks 
on the experience as a blessing “I 
love being in this play. For me it’s 
the best situation, to do what you 
love and be with people you love. I 
look in the rehearsal room and I see 
Kate, I see Bridget and I can’t 
believe my good fortune. There's so 
much to be grateful for. It’s a won- 
derful play. The adaptation is 
exquisite. This is my fourth time 
doing it and it still takes me to 
places that deeply move me in the 
profound realization of how much 
we need to change in the world.”

THE WORD “FLOTSAM” WAS THE JUMPING-OFF 
point for dance artist Gerry Morita’s inter- 
disciplinary performance collaboration 
with musician Izumi Kuribayashi and 
video artist Jeremy Rittwage. 

Interest in the concept began when 
flotsam kept popping up it the titles of 
blogs. 

The current use of the word seemed to 
refer to “throwing ideas out there”—an 
intriguing description of the choreograph- 
ic process. A dictionary definition reads 
more like “the things we left behind” — 
from wreckage or cargo that remains 
afloat after a ship has sunk, floating 
refuse or debris; discarded odds and 


ends; or vagrant, usually destitute people. 

Curious about flotsam, Morita found 
herself researching garbage floating on 
water—an inquiry she ultimately found to 
be “very depressing.” Nevertheless, she 
retained the affinity she felt with water-— 
her fluid style of movement often evokes 
the substance—so she waded in deeper, 
to “[look] inside water at the microbe 
level. That was fun.” 

As Morita’s dancing mirrors the 
smooth, round gliding of microscopic 
creatures, Jeremy Rittwage’s altered 
video images of microbes create a surre- 
al, futuristic dreamscape to play off Izumi 
Kuribayashi’s electric violin strains. 

“There's a nice balance of the three 
collaborators’ energies in the piece,” says 
Morita. “Izumi’s music is so subtle and 
wonderful,” enhancing the natural 
rhythms everyday life ignores. 
Alternatively, Jeremy's work is much 
more “in your face,” giving a vague sense 





of order. 

Morita, the lone dancer, integrated with 
and yet set against the music and video 
imagery, conveys the “frailty of the 
human body” while linking it to the most 
basic life forms. 

Her only dance partner, a large sheet of 
plastic film, acts as a multipurpose q 
soundscape, set piece, costume and light | 
reflector. “It's my ocean of possibilities,” y 
says Morita. By breathing a puff ofairinto = 
the film, the inert object takes on life, “the 
common, lowly plastic seems magical.” l 

For Morita, any object we consider to 
be waste or flotsam has creative potential.

What You Can at Christmas, a) because 
No one has any money this time of year, 
and b) because it continues the soap 
opera style, and | don’t think it’s fair at 
Christmas to ask people to come every 
night and pay ten or fifteen bucks per 
show. | also wanted a chance to impro- 
vise with some contemporaries who | see 
all the time without the constraints of the 
normal improv.” 

The premise of Everybody's Best 
Friend is that a story is told from a new 
perspective every night. The “best friend” 
essentially directs the action. “It's based 
ona really tight circle of friends in the 
Christmas season. One of them chooses 
to be from out of town or home for the 


season whatever the case may be. The : 
episode would start with that character r 
centre stage talking about the situation 
from their perspective, and then making 
an observation, for example: ‘| walked by 
Chilis, and there was Sherri and Jeff hav- 
ing drinks. | thought they couldn't stand 
each other.’ Then those characters would 
play that scene. Then it runs like a normal 
soap, but with a specific character in 
charge. This is a format that allows every- 
one to feel what it’s like to direct the 
show. It raises the stakes for all of us.” 

Sheri Sommerville says it’s a great 
chance to look at the improv form from a 
new perspective. “The whole point of Die 
Nasty is the cast drives the plot, your 
character does not. It really is collabora- 
tive. You don’t have power; you let the 
action inform you. It's one more way to 
sharpen your skills—t broadens the 
vision. It's very liberating”.

penned the lyric “I know how it feels 
to have wings on your heels and fly 
down the street in a trance...” While 
Primordial Blues is a long, way from 
The King and I, it illustrates the 
thought behind the words, combin- 


ing as it does, an examination of love 
with the aesthetics of the circus aeri- 
al act. Annie Dugan and John 
Ullyatt, who created and perform 
the piece, use the beginnings of love 
as their jumping off place. Two char- 
acters meet by chance, fall for each 
other, and as they go to kiss each 
other for the first time, are sucked 
into “the force field of love.” 

Using silks, ropes, a trapeze and 
an aerial hoop, the duo examine, 
with minimal words, that indeci- 
pherable emotion. In trying to 
explain this “thing called love,” they 
delve into the primordial soup of 
DNA, of birth and gestation. Ina

The Machinist is peppered with all 
kinds of symbols, little signs that may 
or may not help to answer the big rid- 
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dle—which is “Why hasn't this guy 
slept in over a year?” As a hook, this is 
somewhat unique, though we've seen 
the mind-altering effects of sleep 
deprivation though two incarnations 
of Insomnia, and the elliptical narrative 
used as a tool to distort memory in 
films such as Memento. The Machinist 
was written by UCLA grad student 
Scott Kosar, who tips his hat to the 
work of Hitchcock and also acknowl- 
edges influences from Dostoyevsky’s 
The Double, a story wherein a man 
becomes mentally fractured when he 
encounters his doppelganger. 

All of these ingredients should 
yield a wonderful script. The prob- 
lem with the screenplay, however— 
and something that is endemic in 
many American indie projects—is 
that there is simply far too much 
unnecessary dialogue. Kosar and 
director Brad Anderson shopped the 
story around Hollywood for a long 
time, but because they were not will- 
ing to compromise on the writing, 
they turned to foreign sources to 
finance the film. This is commend- 
able, except that the “no compro- 
mise” attitude too often means that 
we are listening to the author's words 
and not absorbed by the character’s 
inner monologue. 

Christian Bale transforms himself 
suitably to look the part of a man 
who is vexed by his own demons. 
His performance is hampered at 
times by having to wrap his mouth 
around wordy chunks of dialogue, 
but his anorexic physicality, accented 
by his anxiety fueled intensity, suits 
the mood of the film perfectly. 
Jennifer Jason Leigh is, as usual, a 
stand out. Though her role as the 
“hooker cum girlfriend-confidant” 
Stevie is not overly large, Leigh finds 
believable moments in every nuance. 
Other performances do not fare quite 
as well: in particular Aitana Sanchez- 
Gijon’s portrayal of Marie, a single 
mother charmed by the world-weary 
Trevor, is very stiff and unaffecting. 

The Machinist's many good quali- 
ties make it worth checking out, 
though. The elegant camera work by 
Xavi Gimenez and the bleached out 
colour are beautiful, and used to 
great effect, especially when punctu- 
ated with Roque Banos’ score, 
which is very reminiscent of 
Bernard Hermann’s work.

ing to say, the most redeeming thing 
about Closer is the title song by 
Damien Rice. Based on a play 
Partick Marber that has won numer- 
ous awards, and featuring a stellar 
cast, one would think the ingredients 
are in place to create a terrific film. 
Having said this, many of the signify- 
ing moments from the play must have 
been altered to fit the film's 98-minute 
running time, because there is some- 
thing missing in this story that instead 
of exploring the natural complexities 
of love and sex, makes the whole exer- 
cise seem somewhat superficial. 

The film opens with a slow motion 
crowd shot isolating Alice [Portman] 
as she struts through the streets of 
downtown London.

Naturally, the remaining 
kin can do nothing to match the achieve- 
ments of Otar, who sends a little money 
in the mail and calls his adoring mother, 
despite the failings of the Georgian tele- 
phone system. Paris stands in for an ideal 
life, the three women conversing in 
French in tribute to a traveling grandfather 
who shipped books of Rousseau across 
the Iron Curtain. Unfortunately, Otar dies 
in a work-related accident 

Daughter and granddaughter don't 
have the heart to tell old granny, so they 
start writing forged letters about after-

Visually, at least, Nothing is really 
something. Director Vincenzo Natali 
stakes out that position emphatically 
and vibrantly in the animated opening 
sequence and the first shots of the 
slender mid-freeway home shared by 
the moderately obnoxious Dave and the 
completely neurotic Andrew. Their 
world is an exaggerated, cartoony, pre- 
apocalyptic dystopia... until events turn 
it into an extra-saturated irrational 


domain that bears some resemblance 
to a Bugs Bunny cartoon, but one with 
people and a point, however mild that 
point may be. 

Andrew has just been erroneously 
accused of molestation, Dave has just 
been sacked for embezzlement he 
didn’t commit, and the two of them 
have just been notified that they're 
being evicted. But just as the crisis 
threatens to overwhelm them, the pan- 
demonium dissolves and their house is 
left as an island in a sea of luminous 
nothingness. After an expedition to 
assess the dimensions of the void, the 
two realize that the things they hate dis- 
appear. 

Add to this the resentment that a life- 
time of interdependence can foster, and 
you can guess the at least the sub- 
stance, if not the form of the rest.

After all, the propagandizing political cli- 
mate of Communism is what Eka knows 
best, though at the same time she rhap- 
sodizes about the efficiency of the old 
regime—the scene where the hospital 
physician waits with outstretched hand 
for payment is indicative of the failings of 
capitalism. Yet the promise of the West is 
so alluring, it is almost Paris itself that 
Eka yearns for as much as it is her son. 
Georgia seems on the interstices between 
Asia and Europe, with as much Turkish 
influence as Russian—the beauty of 
which the women fail to recognize, just as 
Eka fails to value the strength and beauty 
of her female descendants. 

While the plot is a little clichéd, the 
strength in the characters makes the film 
engaging, realistic, unsentimental, and 
satisfying.

curmudgeon as “an ill-tempered 
person full of resentment and stub- 
born notions.” Most self-described 
curmudgeons would probably go 
along with that, though with the 
addendum that their resentments 
and stubborn notions are, to some 
degree, justified by a brutish, venal 
world. To these people, an optimist 
is one who has not yet heard the 
proverbial bad news. 

Canadian documentarian Alan 
Zweig, who we last met mulling 
over his obsession with the vinyl LP, 
returns with a meditation on what it 
means to be a crusty son-of-a-bitch 
and whether a sour outlook pre- 
cludes happiness in I, Curmudgeon. 
By talking to an assortment of like- 
minded people and more closely 
examining his rejection of status quo 
values, Zweig hopes to figure out 
which came first, the failures he 
thinks characterize his life or his 
relentless bitterness. 

Actually, it’s not entirely accurate 
to call Zweig a documentarian—he’s 
more of a video essayist, musing on 
the kind of cynicism and disillusion- 
ment that are the due of people who 
question the prevailing values of 
contemporary society. He even con- 
templates the notion that all this 
grousing is just sour grapes on the 
part of people who can’t figure out 
how to fit in

Some of them insist that 
they are not negative people, but 
they just call it like they see it, even if 
no one asked their opinior 

Zweig is more than willing to pick 
over his own cantankerous nature, 
which he does into a mirror propped 
up in front of his camera—he con- 
siders his loudmouth opinions, his 


love of smoking as 
facets of his own curmudgeonitude 
and admits that happiness and satis- 
faction are, for him, rare, transitory 
events. 

In all, though, I Curmudgeon is just 
too many people talking about their 
hard-earned right to be grumpy. 
These curmudgeons, we may even- 
tually adduce after lister 
enough of them, are ; 
idealists whose sensitivity and moral 
decency have been hammered into a 
prickly carapace by the disappoint 
ments, betrayals and humiliation the 
world doles out to the self-aware 
individual. 

The question then becomes, so

But you'd better get ready to talk dirty to your dry cleaner 


YOU'RE FRANTIC. YOU HAVE AN 
appearance to make at an important 
party in three days and the outfit you 
absolutely need to wear has been 
located—squishied in a comer—with 
indistinguishable remnants of that 
night last week when you blacked 
out ALL OVER IT. You're starting to 
piece together what those different 
stains could be but—what? No!!! You 
don’t have time to do laundry! And 
what about pressing it? It’s a crum- 
pled disaster... but hey, hey: relaaax... 

Any clotheshorse worth his salt 
can point you in the direction of the 
well-stocked wardrobe’s closest 
friend: the dry cleaner. Invaluable is 

its acquaintance; it will keep your 
clothes looking new and prolong 
their lives. 

However, contrary to popular 
misconception, “dry cleaning” is not 
synonymous with “miracle making”; 
you'd best peg your expectations 
realistically. Getting the best results 
and the most accurate service also 
means giving up more deep dark 
secrets to your dry cleaner than per- 
haps you would to even your closest 
friends—like explaining the source of 
those mysterious stains on your 
trousers, or the discolouration all 
over the chest of that fancy dress. 

Not only that, but don’t pretend 
that you didn’t already try a whole 
string of crack home-remedies to get 
the stain out. 





“Yeah: ‘I didn’t have Club Soda so 
l used Ginger Ale, and then tooth- 
paste’... people will try stuff like 
that,” imparts James Hamilton, a cus- 
tomer service rep at Page the 
Cleaner (8525 - 109 St., just one of 
their nearly 20 locations). “I also see 
people dabbing at stains in the car 
before they come in here. It’s like 
‘Jeez, just bring it in!’ I’m not going to 
judge you. Well—I may judge you a 
little bit...” 

“Tt just makes it worse,” agrees Lee 
Ann, of The Press Gallery (9440 
Jasper Ave., one of two locations) 
“Don't try anything. And rubbing it 
is trying something. Water is trying 
something. Putting it through the 
wash, is trying something... those are 
the things that can make stains 
impossible to remove.” 

Certainly, most clothing these days 
can be washed at home. “Business 
casual” and generation khaki have 
ensured that the average person’s 
wardrobe doesn’t require anything 
more than plugging coins into the 
machine and pushing a button. Or 
does it? 

Larger retailers and fashion houses 
frequently tag their items “dry clean 
only,” and before you roll your eyes 
and say “dry clean my ass” (as I used 


to do) take a few things into consid- 
eration. 

Many knit and synthetic fabrics 
(and their garment's structures) are 


actually better preserved by the 
process of dry cleaning than they are 
when left to the wrenching devices of 
your washer and dryer, as water and 
heat can actually damage and alter 
your clothing. You know how a 
brand new button-down actually has 
some shape? A couple turns in the 
dryer later, and the collar and cuffs 
are warped and limp. And for some 
fabrics, dry cleaning is absolutely 
necessary: the tweed blazer that got 
doused in a whole jar of mustard 
when your “rockstar” friend played 
air guitar on the picnic table until it 
flipped over onto your shoulders? 
That jacket would've been toast if 
you'd put it through a wash cycle, 
but hustle it to the dry cleaner and it 
has a chance at survival. 

Key word: hustle. “Yeah, bring it 
in right away, or as soon as possible. 
And don’t do anything to it,” says 
Andrew at Hangers Cleaners. 

“And if the item is in bad shape 
underneath the stains,” says James, 
“it’s not going to be any better after 
we clean it. A 20-year-old jacket is 
not going to look new again.” 

Don’t expect to get it back right 
when you want it, either. Those 
places that advertise one-hour or 59- 
minute service? Clearly there’s some 
fine print: “No. It’s not possible to do 
a good job. You just can’t do the job 
we do in that amount of time.” 
Andrew says.

CRADLE OF FILTH FORMED IN SUFFOLK, 
England in 1991. Initially influenced 
by the growing ferocity of the Black 
Metal scene in Scandinavia, the band 
took to wearing corpse face paint 
and crafting intense, horror-tinged 
metal. Thirteen years later, the band 
has survived continual line-up and 
label changes, weathered the slings 
and arrows of litigation and igno- 
rance, and all the while managed to 
further create and define a unique 
sound. 

After their partnership with Sony 
records was dissolved, the metal- 
loving folk at Roadrunner Records 
stepped in and soon after came their 
latest release, Nymphetamine. The 
album was produced by Anthrax 
guitarist Rob Caggiano and contin- 
ues along the same dark path of its 
predecessors. 

I was able to catch a quick conver- 
sation with singer Dani “Filth” 
Davey, in which we talked about the 
tour (including the recent concert 
violence in the States that resulted in 
a loss of MTV’s sponsorship), the 
new record, and the controversy the 
band seems to ignite wherever they 


go. 
How’s the tour going? 
Excellent. 


No major mishaps so far then? 
Well, a couple of stabbings, someone 
got robbed with a gun—nothing 
major. 


So this is the MT V2 Headbangers 
Ball tour? 

Well, it was, but they stopped the 
sponsorship after the stabbings. 


Really? So they didn’t want be 
associated with anything to do with 
it? 

Yeah, and it was everything to do 


this is, in respect to that, a lot more 
stripped down. I think that spawns 
from the fact that we did 119 shows 
last year. We headlined the second 
stage of Ozzfest and did a full 
European tour with Type O 
Negative supporting us, so that’s 
how this record came out.

What's the best story to come out of 
someone wearing one of them?

WHEN PEOPLE THINK POST-WAR, 
urban blues, they think Chicago, not 
Detroit, But Detroit has produced its’ 
share of talented blues musicians: 
John Lee Hooker was born in 
Mississippi but moved to Detroit 
and recorded there starting in 1943; 
Big Maceo, Johnnie Bassett, Bettye 
Lavette, Eddie Kirkland, and 
Charles “Cow Cow” Davenport all 
called Detroit home. The Detroit 
variation is raw, with a harder edge 
than the sound usually associated 
with Chicago blues. 

That edge is apparent in the music 
of Harmonica Shah and Howard 
Glazer. Shah’s songs and harmonica 
playing are visceral, with grit, real- 
ism, and directness. Guitarist Glazer 
is the perfect foil, providing just the 
right accompaniment, laying back 
when ni , then jumping out 
front with a searing lead. 

“1 grew up in Detroit, ina very 
musical family”, says Glazer from 
his home, “Both my parents were 
musicians; my father played in a 
Latin big band, and my mother 
taught music. I started playing trum- 
pet when I was nine or ten, and then, 
when my older brother got tired of 
his guitar, I took it over.” It was his 
brother that also turned him on to 
the blues. “I was listening to rock ‘n’ 
roll, The Beatles, Chuck Berry, every- 
thing on the radio in the late ‘60s 
when my brother played Hooker and 
Heat for me. I was hooked.” While 
other kids were listening to rock gui- 
tar gods of the day, Glazer was pick- 
ing up John Lee Hooker records, 
then Johnny Winter and Muddy 
Waters i 

q 











Through the early ‘80s, Glazer 
played the Detroit area and eventu- 
ally wound up with a house gig ata 
club called The Soup Kitchen every 
Tuesday. That’s where he met 
Harmonica Shah. “I had heard of 
him before, and he would come in 
and jam on Tuesday nights. 
Management asked us to come up 
with a blues show to put in the room 
and we did. Eventually we both got 
fired. I ended up moving to Chicago 
for about four years and learned a 
lot about the blues and working in 
the bigger clubs there. Shah and I got 
back together about five years ago 
and things have been going pretty 
well since then.” 

The duo has released a pair of 
well-received albums, with the lat- 
est, Tell it to Your Landlord, recorded 
in Glazers’ 16-track basement studio. 
It was done in true blues tradition. 
“We record like we play”, asserts 
Glazer, “We just set everything up 
and go... most everything is done on 
the spot, on the first or second take, 
live off the floor.” Shah wrote 11 of 
the 12 songs on the disc, and those

songs are pure, contemporary blues. 
Tracks like the “Welfare Shoes 
Blues,” “I Heard You Was at the 
Casino,” and others mix real life situ- 
ations with humour and stunning 
interplay between Shah and Glazer. 
The recording was shopped around 
to Andrew Galloway from Electro-Fi 
Records who, “Loved it and put it 
out right away on his label.” 

The pair has been touring steadily 
for the last four years, but rarely 
make it out west. “Yeah,” says 
Glazer, “It’s funny, but we've been 
to Europe more times than we've 
been to the Western States. We've 
done six tours of Europe and, in fact, 
we just got back last week from 
Latvia, the Czech Republic, and 
Poland. We played three festivals 
and did a bunch of small theatres in 
between. In the last three years 
we've been to Australia, Asia, 
Sweden; basically all around the 
world.”

ALTHOUGH THEY'VE BECOME ONE OF 
the most influential and popular 
dance producers in the world over 
the past ten years, Swayzak don’t 
take things too seriously: The duo of 
James S. Taylor and David “Broon” 
Brown got their name by taking the 
piss out of Patrick Swayze and 
throwing it in a hip-hop context. 
Their early deep, dubby sounds 
inspired British tech-house, and their 
later experiments with electro and 
world music were born more from 
inspiration than cogitation. Asking 
too serious a question—like fora 
comparison of Germany’s techno 
scene to those of the rest of the 
world—and David “Broon” Brown, 
on the phone from his UK base, will 
shoot back comments on how terri- 
ble Germany’s football team is, then 
save face by saying, “No really, 
Germany’s great,” as his friend 
howls in the background. 

Swayzak’s start was as profound- 
ly simple as any other group: “We 
started as friends that both worked 
at the same company and were just 
interested in making music. Grab a 
sampler, a computer, and just start 
making things.” 


It took off almost immediately 
with 1997's critically praised debut, 
Snowboarding in Argentina. An 
almost perfect blend of all things 
techno and house through a Detroit, 
British and German filter, it was 
both unlike and yet completely con 
gruent to anything in the history of 
techno 

“| think we've always been doing 
our own thing. Living in Britain, 
you'd have things like reggae 





soundsystems around, and that'd be 


mixed in with new wave and punk 
bands. Early on we listened to a lot 
of the very dubbed-out sounds of 
German house and techno, and that 
was quite inspirational. When we 
started out with our vinyl-only 
releases, the first things we did were 
just all of these sorts of sounds 
merging in our heads—from new 
wave to ambient.” 

Exploring all sounds has been 
Swayzak’s key to longevity. “I think 
it’s really quite dull if you hear 
someone's album and it just sounds 
like their last album. I think people 
are bored with that. They want to 
hear new ideas, new sounds in elec- 
tro, techno, minimal house. We’ve 
had a different vibe to each of our 
albums, even though the way we 
make the albums hasn’t changed 
We've always just made music that 
we felt like making at the time.”

Swayzak’s fourth full-length effort 
and marks yet another departure for 
the group. It’s made entirely with 
sounds from analog sources, and 
has more prominent vocals than 
ever before. Featuring the resur- 
gence of vocals in techno is some- 
thing Brown has been enjoying. “I 
think a lot of what is being made 
now was like earlier on, except the 
vocal stuff you heard in the early 
‘90s was over the top. Now tech- 
nologies have caught up and you 
could record your vocals right at 
home. You can have a vast studio in 
your laptop. I think it’s making a lot 








of what's being made now more 
personal.” 

Focusing on family life, Taylor is 
involved in production but doesn’t 
tour—yet Swayzak live won't just 
be Brown behind a laptop. “There're 
four of us usually. The lineup has 
been Richard Davis doing some 
vocals, Francesco doing some per- 
cussion with Kenny [Paterson] on 
samplers and me making beats.” 

So what should we expect from 
Brown and company? “I kind of 
enjoy making loads of people lose it 
for an hour of two.” Amen

“| went there to tutor some kids, but | 
didn’t do that for very many hours of the 
day. The rest of the time | just hung out 
with all the locals, made some really 
good lifetime friends, and discovered 
that | wanted to do that music. | played 
with some bands down there—reggae 
bands. When | came back, | wanted to 
throw together a group that would do 
that up here.” 

Ellis isn't kidding—Edmonton’s truly 
no Montreal or Toronto. There’s a 
supreme shortage of musicians playing 








the genre, and the city is completely dry 
as far as records go. Despite all this, 
consistently amazing turnouts for reg- 
gae-related events continually defy the 
non-existence of a scene. Ellis com- 
ments, “That's why it surprises me that 
there aren't more [bands and events}. 
It's such a happy forum; there's nothing 
but positive feelings there.” Get ’em 
while you can.

A QUICK LISTEN TO SASKATOON’S ULTIMATE 
Power Duo is all that’s needed for you to 
know they secretly wish they were the 
bastard sons of the Ramones, Johnny 
Thunders, The Who, and The Pixies. Fast- 
paced and dirty to the core, the duo was 
born from the ethers of late-night alcohol 
binges, conspiracy theories, and old- 
school garage sessions. 

A simple glance at the band’s song 
titles is also a good indicator of what to 
expect from the two-piece: “Ultimate 
Power Breaks Your Stuff and Keeps It!” 
“Ultimate Power Duo vs Optimus Prime: 
Round 1,” or “Ultimate Power Duo Finds 
The Human Target” are all tongue-in- 
cheek masterpieces of '70s punk-rock 
inspired noise. “We want to be the 
biggest band in the world,” proudly 
declares guitarist ScottRP. “Rock 'n’ roll 
dictators, really!” 

Simple, primal and basic, Ultimate 
Power Duo are willing to take on anyone 
who confronts them (if they don't pick the 
fight first). I'm pretty sure The Riz (who 
plays “ultimate power bass”) and 
ScottRP (who plays “ultimate power gui- 
tar’), along with one of their nine rotating 
“ultimate power drummers” 
(AKdoubleAK being the current regular), 
probably address themselves in the third 
person and leave a gigantic mess in their 
wake. They're certainly not shy about 
tackling controversial issues such as the 
events taking place in Iraq, the faking of 
the moon landing, and any other “lie” 











being circulated by our television news- 
casts and corporate newspapers. 

“When we get together we start talking 
about what's going in the world. There's a 
conspiracy behind everything, obviously,” 
claims ScottRP. “If you look at what's 
been going on for the past couple of 
years, we're sick of what the media is 
telling us.” 

The Power Duo’s next EP, Big In 
Japan, will see the light of day very short- 
ly, and they have their sights set on play- 
ing South By Southwest (Texas’ rock ’n’ 
roll showcase) in March, Europe within 
the next year—the rest of the world as 
fast as they can.

THE CLUB BUSINESS IS FICKLE AT THE BEST OF 
times. Observers of the scene will tell you 
that that surviving the first year is crucial, 
but longevity is another matter. A club that 
endures 20 years or more is definitely an 
anomaly. Discussion usually turns to long 
list of now defunct live blues and roots 
venues including Andante, The City Media 
Club, and the Ambassador. Success sto- 
ries are more rare, with The Blues on 
Whyte and Sidetrack Café popping into 
mind 

There is one other, that most don’t think 
of. The Edmonton Jazz Society purchased 
the Yardbird Suite—housed in what was. 
the Malone warehouse—in 1984. The 
Edmonton Jazz Society came to life in 
1957 and hosted shows in no less than 
four (some say five) venues before the 
current Yardbird Suite opened its’ doors. 
Next weekend sees the 20th birthday party 
with musical friends Senator Tom Banks, 
P J Perry, Bobby Caims, and about a 
dozen more gathering to mark the occa- 
sion with two nights of jazz. 

Blue Chicago, in the old Capital Hill Pub 
location at 142 Street and Stony Plain 
Road, may be able to buck the trend that 
sees blues clubs in this city open, and then 
close, with depressing regularity. 
Extensive renovations have certainly 
improved the look and feel of the space. | 
spoke with co-owner Jay Dowton last 
Saturday while Gary Bowman's Red Ants 
moved smoothly through a set of blues. 
“We've done a lot of work here in order to 
open up the room and modernize it. The 
old wooden ceiling has been removed to 
give us more headroom, the bathrooms 
are brand new, and we've also done a lot 
of work to the adjoining restaurant. We've 
been open for four weeks now and this is 


the first weekend we've had live music. 
Friday was great and it’s going well 
tonight.” There have also been some 
major improvements made to the stage, 
sound system and lighting. (One question, 
however. What's with the TV screen 
imbedded in the ceiling over the urinal in 
the men’s room? If you've had a few, the 
chances of falling on your ass while you 
watch the news is pretty good.) 

Said Gary Bowman between sets, “It's 
great to have another room to work in this 
town. We just got hired to play New 
Year's, and management here has some 
East Coast connections so they're planning 
an all you can eat lobster and steak feed 
with $2 drinks and a free ride home includ- 
ed in the ticket price.” 

in the meantime, Johnny Bourbon hits 
the stage this weekend. 

A few weeks ago | was lamenting the 
lack of rooms catering to blues fans. It 
appears nature abhors this particular vacu- 
um: this weekend there is no shortage of 
live blues around town. Gas up the blues- 
mobile and hit the road. Over at the 
Sidetrack this Saturday night (December 
4) check out Hot Cottage and the Craft 
Hors. Says drummer Linsey Umrysh, 
“We're doing another ‘Saturday Night Fish 
Fry,’ and they're putting catfish on the 
menu.” Umrysh and company will keep 
the joint jumpin’ with a repertoire that 
stretches back over the 30 years the group 
has been together. 

The Grinder has recently returned to 
presenting music Thursday through 
Saturday. Rusty Reed will be putting his 
band through its’ paces this weekend. 
Chicago based singer Shirley Johnson is 
working Blues on Whyte this weekend, 
while the Yardbird is hosting a blues week- 
end with Detroit based Harmonica Shah 
and guitarist Howard Glazer taking centre 
stage in front of a local rhythm section 
(See preview page 23.)

Guided by Eugene Lee (aka DJ Pinch 
Selecta), the Victory Lounge is jumping 
into the open stage game, but with a 
broader mandate than most. 

“We're trying to attract performers that 
are beyond the parameters of the usual 
open stage,” says Lee, “There are already 
excellent venues in town for the guy or girl 
with a guitar... I'd like to see the kid with 
his laptop, physical performers who also 
use sound, interesting band projects...” 

While still welcoming singer-songwrit- 
ers and their oeuvre, Lee hopes the Victory 
Jam will also expose some real aural 
experimentation—the kind of music that 
makes record reviewers scramble for their 
thesauruses and hyphens in anticipation of 
popping the cherry on a whole new genre. 

“| want to draw out the hermits creating 
in their basements. The more unpre- 
dictable and outlandish, the better.” 


Despite his fetish for novelty, Lee has- 
tens to point out that the process for get- 
ting heard at the Victory Jam is democratic 
rather than curatorial—tt’s “first come, 
first served” on the sign-up sheet, and no 
matter where you fall on the metal-to- 
ambient spectrum, you'll get stage time. 

The host bands, however, are hand- 
picked, and reflect Lee's promiscuous 
musical tastes. The launch party on 
November 24 featured the reggae/soul 
strains of MoBadAss, and upcoming 
nights are ruled by prog rock, hip hop, and 
funk artists. December's line-up includes 
Eshad Ibn Wyza, the Cory Woodward 
Band, Funktion, and the Guaranteed. 

A typical night will look like this: Lee will 
play DJ, accompanied by some nifty visu- 
als, until the host band goes on for a set. 
Smaller acts will be slotted in first, fol- 
lowed by a second host set, with larger 
ensembles going on further in the 
evening. 

And a dream night? 

“\deally?” Lee sighs, “It would really 
break down barriers, musically. There'd 
be, like, puppeteers with music backing 
them, world music, just an all-around 
showcase of talent, with no discrimination.

“Feel Like a 
Ghost” was initially intended for a 
Cannibal Ox follow-up to Cold Vein, but 
as the likelihood of that album actually 
appearing slipped further and further 
away, it was never used. A shame, as it’s 
strong and inspired, similar in feel to 
Cold Vein but not derivative. On the flip 
side, “Leaving This Place” is a restored 
instrumental piece first released as a 
stripped-down affair for Lif's / Phantom. 
It's a decent track with an MC, but not 
particularly engaging as an instrumental 

“Intrigue in the House of India,” from 
the High Water album—part of Matthew 
Shipp's jazz-informed Blue Series— 
stands apart, highlighting the successful 
aspects of that project, as well as El-p’s 
skills as a producer/composer 

Similar in ambition is “Constellation,” 





a Cut that initially appeared on the horri- 
bly named Bird Up Charlie Parker tribute 
album that was released 2003. It fea- 
tures the vocals of Stephanie Vezina, and 
was the standout track on that album. It 
appears here in remixed form, and again 
demonstrates El-p's diversity 
Other tracks aren't as successful,

CONSIDER THE BIRDS, THE THIRD RELEASE 
from Woven Hand, a side-project of 16 
Horsepower frontman David Eugene 
Edwards, is downright morose, sinister, 
and brooding: In short, excellent. 
Edwards combines Old Testament 
imagery with the aesthetic of (southern) 
Americana to set a positively unsettling 
and foreboding atmosphere. 

Musically the record oscillates 
between the spine-tingling and claustro- 
phobic sounds of apocalyptic-religious 
crooning (think of your favourite Gothic- 
religious Nick Cave song) and the 
throaty, whimsical quality of Nick 
Drake's exquisitely suicidal composi- 
tions. Edwards doesn't quite explore the 
depths of the human heart that Cave and 
Drake do, but nonetheless delivers a 
powerful and, in places, downright sub- 
lime appeal to both the bleak and the 
beautiful. Especially noteworthy are 
songs like “Chest of Drawers,” which 
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I'LL START BY INSISTING THAT | AM NOT A MAN 
given to feelings of nostalgia, but | must 
admit, Neko Case’s music does indeed 
hold me in something of a spell. It’s a 
weird AM radio thing—you wouldn't be 
interested. I’m no doubt yearning for 
times from long ago, or the way | used 
to experience them, in some unhealthy 
or unconstructive way, but hey, if it’s all 
the same to you, I'll still say that this is 
one fine goddamn album. 

Sometimes it’s the selection of cover 
tunes, especially “Train from Kansas 
City” and Loretta Lynn’s “Rated X,” 
which happen to be just the sort of tunes 
that you used to find all over your AM 
dial (and which come across quite true 
to their original versions). But, there’s no 
ignoring originals like the album opener, 
“If You Knew, "for its classic spurned 
lover themes, all bound up in a tune 
that'll have you humming to yourself 
about heartbreak for days on end.

DISCHORD RECORDS HAVE NEVER REALLY HAD 
A band come anywhere near the level of 
success achieved by Fugazi, in terms of 
popularity or quality. An atypically tough 
measuring stick, granted, but no one 
has even come close. Jawbox, maybe, 
but their best work came when they 
were signed to Atlantic. Q and Not U 
have been trying for a couple of years, 
and have managed little success. 2002's 
Different Damage was a sometimes dri- 
ven, often meandering uneven effort, 
but had moments that hinted of poten- 
tial greatness. With their latest release, 
Power, Q and Not U seems to have 
shifted their sound a little and redoubled 
their efforts. 

The album starts well enough with 
the catchy “Wonderful People” and 
rides the momentum for as long as pos- 
sible.

Dusty-sounding organs are paired with 
tinkly xylophones and feline strings are 
backed by '60s-ish horns; Victoria 
Bergsman’s gentle vocals could melt 
the iciest of Canadian hearts. 
Nonetheless, the album's meditative 
tone eventually wears the listener 
down— too many moderately depress- 
ing songs about love.

The 
first line of “New Friend” being the pin- 
nacle of this sensation: “I called you.

THE EYES OF THE WORLD ARE ON THE 
Ukraine right now, watching yet 
another of those suspicious elections 
that seem to be cropping up a great 
deal these days. But this is complete- 
ly tangential to the fact that I finally 
got to eat at Taste of Ukraine this 
week. Still, I could hardly not remark 
ona pivotal moment in Ukraine's 
long struggle for freedom and 
democracy, what with it all over the 
newspapers and everything. 
But it’s been at least a month since 
I noticed the blue awning announc- 
ing the arrival of Taste of Ukraine 
right in my very own neighbour- 
hood. Rustic blinds fashioned from 
twigs concealed the transformation 
that surely must be taking place in 
the spot fleetingly occupied by Café 
O’s Bistro. I was intrigued. 
But then it seemed like every time 
I walked by, it wasn’t open yet or it 
was open but not just then. I felt a lit- 
tle thwarted, not unlike Ukrainian 
presidential candidate Viktor 
Yushchenko must have felt when, 
after a vicious campaign that saw 
Yushchenko laid low by a highly 
suspicious bout of illness that left 
him permanently disfigured, early 
poll results indicated that his oppo- 
nent, Viktor Yanukovych, had been 
elected the new president of 
Ukraine. 


BABA FRIENDLY 

But last week, as hundreds of 
thousands of Ukrainians took to the 
streets of Kiev to protest the falsifica- 
tion of ballots and other instances of 
electoral fraud, I finally found Taste 
of Ukraine open. Its interior dis- 
played a noisome but orderly accu- 
mulation of Ukrainian ormamenta- 
tion—textiles, art, candlestick hold- 
ers made of bread, galloping ethno- 
dancepop—a homey elegance fit for 
your baba. And word had clearly 
spread through the baba communi- 



















ty, for most of the patrons of the 
early supper rush were indubitably 
someone's Ukrainian grandmother. 

I was seated by a handsome 
young shumka dancer and set to 
examining a menu. 

Behind me, I heard the audibly 
inexperienced server check in on the 
adjacent table. “Tell the kitchen 
that’s the worst veal cutlet I’ve ever 
had,” its occupant said. “Minute 
steak is better. It’s awful... terrible... 
hideous... atrocious...” she trailed off 
as the server beat a hasty retreat. I 
sympathized with both parties. On 
the one hand, sometimes food can be 
disappointing. On the other, an 
unhappy customer is a source of 
great anxiety for the green service 
industry worker, and this customer 
was clearly inconsolable. 

I was not going to let it colour my 
judgment of the place, in any event. I 
was far too preoccupied trying to 
decide what to eat. My experience of 
Ukzainian food is that, first and fore- 
most, it’s built for the hearty appetite 
and proffered by people who seem a 


* little disappointed if you don’t have 


a third helping. The entrée selection 
bore out this impression, as each 
platter came with bread, seasonal 
vegetables and two side dishes of 
the flour-butter-potato-cheese-cab- 
bage variety. Perhaps it was the 
accumulated fatigue a string of late 
nights watching, along with the 
aforementioned world, as a larger- 
than-life drama unfolded in the 
breadbasket of the former Soviet 
Union, but I had a really hard time 
keeping their names and descrip- 
tions distinct in my mind. Even after 
I decided to have the nalysnyky with 
chicken, I was bamboozled by side 
dishes; I got my nervous young 
server to pick one. Maybe that’s why 
I can’t remember what that dish is 
called. | also opted for varenyky— 
perogies to you wannabe 
Ukrainians—filled with ground 
beef, if only because I’ve never had 


meat perogies. 
I nursed a tasty glass of Ukrainian

amber ale ($3.25) until my food 
came. 

Good thing I didn’t order that 
marinated beet salad, or the bowl of 
borscht I'd been eyeing—the plate 
was laden with quite a bit of starch, 
which would almost definitely 
exhaust the capacity of my stomach. 
We're talking about three baked 
dumpling-type things made with 
cottage cheese, dill, and tons of gar- 
lic; five meat-filled varenyky gener- 
ously tossed with bacon and onions; 
a pair of nalysnyky—thick, golden- 
brown crepes—stuffed with chicken 
and smothered with mushroom 
gravy; steamed broccoli, cauliflower, 
and carrot slices adrift in butter; and 
two ramekins of sour cream. All this 
for only $12.95! 


LOOK TO THE FUTURE 

So you should know what most of 
that third star atop of this review is 
accounted for by value for money. 
It’s not that the food was bad—the 
side dishes were quite good, all 
doughy and garlicky and buttery 
and plentiful. But that nalysnyky I 
wasn’t too sure about. Through the 
mushroom sauce and moist chicken 
I could taste a cloying sweetness in 
the crepe part that made me wonder 
if they’d accidentally stuffed dessert 
crepes with chicken and slathered, 
them with salty gravy. If it wasn’t a 
case of mistaken nalysnyky, then my 
taste buds must be at odds with the 
prevailing tastes of the kitchen. 
Whatever the case, | ate the chicken 
and skipped the crepe. 

With the rejection of last week's 
election results by the Ukrainian 
Supreme Court, it looks like ongoing 
social instability will be the price of 
Ukraine's long-sought rebirth as a 
democratic nation. Perhaps a similar 
process is taking place at Taste of 
Ukraine, where their slightly shaky 
start will eventually inform a better, 
more consistent dining out experi- 
ence. In both cases, I’ll keep my fin- 
gers crossed.
